Paris, J u n e 7.—(11:00 a. m.)—^The 
American steamer Silver Shell has had 
a battle with a submarine in the Med- 
iterranean. 
After an exchange of sixty 
shots the submarine disappeared. 


Details of t h e flght were made pub- 
lic today by tne ministry of marine. 
The Silver Shell, commanded by Cap- 
tain Tom Charlton, sighted the sub- 
marine on May 30. In the running 
fight 
which 
followed the American 
boat proved speedier than its enemy 
and seemed also to be the master In 
g-unfire. 
The disappearance of the 
submarine was sudden. 


R e a r Admiral Lacaze, minister of 
marine, said it was unknown whether 
the submarine was sunk by a shot 
from the Silver Shell, or submerged 
vountarily to avoid 
f u r t h e r 
punish- 
ment. 
It was always impossible, he 
said, to ascertain whether a subma- 
rine which disappeared had been de- 
stroyed unless wreckage was discov- 
ered later. 
None the less he consid- 
ered the result of this 
engagement 
highly creditable to t h e Silver Shell. 
News of this occurrence was received 
with 
immense 
satisfaction 
by the 
French public, coming after announce- 
ment that an American squadron had 
arrived at a French port. 
Admiral L a 
Caze referred to the value of this co- 
operation and laid emphasis on the 
multiplication of patrols, with the as- 
sistance of hydroplanes as the quickest 
way of disposing of submarines.

British Headquarters in France (Prom a Staff Correspondent of 
The Associated Press) June 7, via London, 4:19 p. m.—The British 
rush this morning on the Messines-Wyschaete ridge of the Belgian 
front took them well over the ridge where they are now entrencMng. 
The village of Messines was re-f • 


ported to have been taken early 
in the fighting. It was also re- 
ported that Lenfer and Zare Eba, 
had fallen and that Wyschatete 
had been surrounded by the Brit- 
ish storming troops. 


The British also captured im- 
portant trench positions all the 
way 
from Observation 
ridge, 
southeast of Ypres, to Ploeg- 
steertewood, north of Armentieres. 
More than one million pounds of 
high explosives was blown up un- 
der the German forward positions. 
This, the most gigantic mining op- 
eration in the history of • war, 
spread panic among the Germans. 


The British in their attack today used 
probably 20 per cent more guns, espe- 
cially those of heavy calibre, than they 
employed in the battle of Arras. 


Tanks were in the thick of the fighting. 
More than 1,000 Germans were taken 
prisoners early in the engagement. The 
fighting 
continues under a 
raid-summer 
sun. The Germans have not yet rallied 
for the expected counter attack. 


The new British offensive is against 
a sharp German salient three 
miles 
south of Ypres. 
For several days the 
British have maintained a tremendous 
bombardment for almost thirty miles 
on this portion of their front.

Measure. 


WILL USE SHIPS 


TO OBTAIN FOOD 


Intensive Development of 
Water Power Has Saved 
Fuel Supply. 


Washington June 7.—^Italy has de- 
termined to cut its consumption 
of 
coal and iron in half as a war measure 
to reduce its ship tonnage in line with 
the general policy adopted by the other 
entente allies in meeting the subma- 
rine menace, the Italian mission an- 
nounced today. 


Enrico Arlotta, a member of the mia- 
eion and Italian minister for transpor- 
tation, in discussing the situation said 
that by a rigid enforcement of 
this 
policy Italy will not only aid in con- 
serving the resources of her allies but 
will also save labor and millions of dol- 
lars formerly expended in the 
pur- 
chase of coal and iron abroad. 
The 
money saved, he said, could be used to 
better advantage in purchasing food- 
stuffs here. 


Used Her Water Power. 


"The reduction was made possible," 
Bald Mr. Arlotta, "by intensive devel- 
opment of Italy's generous water pow- 
er resources and the elimination with- 
in the confines of the nation of the 
manufacturing of all those 
articles 
which required steam power to pro- 
duce. 
The articles could be purchased 
In your country ready made, we find 
and could be shipped to Italy at a cost 
considerably lower than It was possible 
for ua to produce under the old ar- 
rangement. 


"The government conducted a min- 
ute examination and found that at the 
height of the submarine campaign ton- 
nage had soared to such new high lev- 
els that by the time one ton of Amer- 
ican coal was ready for consumption in

Increased Food Snppliee. 


"The reduction In coal and 
Iron

Furthermore, the 
elimination 
of 
certain branches of 
manufacturing relieved a large num- 
ber of workers for more important 
w^ork. 


"Italy looks with equanimity on the 
outcome.

Appeal Came Too Late.

by appealing in the Social Demokraten 
for peaceable behavior. 
Many fac- 
tories stopped work at 1 o'clock on 
Tuesday afternoon and the employes 
marched to the riksdag. 
They found 
the approaches to the building and to 
the royal palace guarded by police and 
soldiers. 
The crowd was noisy and 
threatening and tried to overturn a 
street 
car. 
The 
mounted 
police 
charged and drove the crowd 
back 
while M. Branting emerged from the 
riksdag and vainly attempted to per- 
suade the demonstrators to leave the 
vicinity. The mob made an attempt to 
rush the police who charged 
fiercely 
with drawn swords. 
Many heads were 
slashed and other rioters were knocked 
down and trampled upon. 


Soldiers Do Not Fire. 


The platoon of soldiers guarding the 
bridge leading to the palace fixed their 
baj'^onets and loaded their rifles but 
did not fire. There was much bottle 
and stone throwing but ultimately the 
police triumphed and the mob melted 
away. 


The police estimated that the rioters, 
including onlookers, numbered 10,000, 
mostly youths. 
United States Minister 
Ira Nelson Morris was an interested 
spectator and was once obliged to give 
ground to avoid being involved in the 
melee.

From the incomplete^.returns to Washing- 
ton it appears there has been an over-regis- 
tration of the census estimates of the eligibles 
by age for the army- That is a fine and stal- 
wart answer to the country's call—a good 
stiff and manly challenge to the enemy abroad 
and his friends here. It is a hide-raking re- 
buke of the ultra-pacifists, the lie-down-and- 
take-it, peace-at-any-price cohorts and their 
able coadjutors of the I. W. W., the anarchist- 
ic coteries and all elements else that make up 
the incongruous muster-rolls of the antis. 


Comes now fast upon the heels of a tremen- 
dous registration that twin duty of the hour— 
the work of taking up the Liberty Loan bonds.

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THE BOARD AND THE BAROKS. 


The state utilities commission's five mem- 
bers .join unanimously in the verdict that the 
prices charged for Indiana coal are ''out- 
rageous." The commission made an exhaus- 
tive investigation and upon the evidence that 
was adduced its judgment can be expressed 
only by a superlative exclamation. 


The gist of the utilities board's findings is 
that there is plenty of coal, abundant labor to 
mine it and no want of cars to transport it 
whenever the trade submits to the prices that 
are demanded. 
As a sort of addendum the 
commission deprecates any recourse so drastic 
as federal posession of the mines, merely drop- 
ping the hint of that social radicalism for 
what it may be worth. There is also the sup- 
plementary suggestion of a state director of 
mines and fuel with certain authorities no 
more definitely described than that they 
should have some correspondence of scope and 
purpose with the duties of the national food 
director. 
That is not a recommendation. 
It 
likewise is a hint, evidently conceived to in- 
vest some degree of real or supposititious mor- 
al suasiveness. Whatsoever, here's hoping it 
may not be lost in the shuffle. 


Indiana coal is not all there is in the fuel 
situation that confronts this state, but it is a 
very influential, not to say vital, part of it. 
and there are conceivable circumstances when 
it might become tiie whole thing. ' It is such, 
at all events, as to cripple industry, embarrass 
municipal utilities and exhibit a threat of 
worse stringencies, according to the commis- 
sion. Last winter it was impossible even for 
cities and towns within teaming distance of 
the coal fields to obtain fuel to meet the most 
acute stresses of domestic consumption. 
So 
bad was this situation that it developed mu- 
nicipal mining and municipal coal merchan- 
dising. 
The inhabitants who daily walked 
above the (ioal fields could not get coal even 
by the bushel. 


It is well that the utilities board has gone 
abroad in the state to leam first hand what 
the fuel situation actually is. It is better that 
the commission has seen and heard what con- 
vinces it that outrage has become a matter of 
widespread and common perpetration. It will 
be best of all when the commission has found 
the way tp abate the outrage. 


When solemn and well-weighed official de- 
liverance can find voice only in the terms of 
the iconcoclastic radicals who preach destruc- 
tion of capitalism and sets up a shriek instead 
of appealing by staid argument to sober rea- 
son—after the immemorial fashion of boards, 
commissions and inquisitorial bodies general 
ly—it well may bs thought time to consider 
what may be had by way c^ state interference 
with the happy hours of the coal mining and 
coal-selling business in the state of Indiana.

CHILD LAW IS SAFE. 


There has been some rational misgiving and 
some ludricrous hysteria in fear the federal 
child labor law might be attacked on the pre- 
text that the necessities of war must make 
draft on the children. 


While it is true that there have been some 
essays to advance against the chijd labor act 
passed last summer, nothing concerted or at 
aU likely to succeed has been disclosed. We 
b^y^ve that there is no occasion for alarm. 
The same president whose concern for the mill 
babies forced that humane measure through 
a congress that was not at all enthusiastic 
about it stands between that law and those 
who would assault it if they dared. 


President Wilson will not sit unprotesting 
while one of the produest achievements of his 
administration is threatened by the wrecking 
crew. If votes,enough could be mustered for 
the repeal of the law such a/bill could not get 
past the president. He would veto it. 


President Wilson has just taken occasion 
to say to Governor Brumbaugh, of Pennsyl- 
vania, that there must be no meddling with 
industrial laws purposed to advance the mor- 
al, social and material conditions of those who 
toil. With sentiments of that tenor actuating 
him, the president is not apt to be very pp,tient 
with any attempt to wrench the child labor 
law from the statutes. 


It is wise that the Anti-Child Labor com- 
mittee that worked so long and diligently for 
the law should employ watchful care over the 
fruits of-its labors, but we believe that so long 
as Woodrow Wilson is president it's simply 
a case of "no chance" for the southern cot- 
ton mill owners and their friiends in the Uni- 
ted States senate.

President of Charities Con- 
ference Gives It as His 
Opinion. 


Pittsburg, June 
7.—Declaring his 
belief that "the world grows steadily 
better and that poverty grows less" 
despite 
"days 
like these 
when 
the 
world is at war and the dark side of 
life is prominent," Frederic Almy, of 
Buffalo, as president of the organiza- 
tion delivered the opening address be- 
fore the forty-fourth annual session 
of the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Correction, speaking to the 
subject, "The Conquest of Poverty." 


Other speakers at the opening ses- 
sion were Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gil- 
man, New Yorlf, who discussed "Pov- 
erty and Woman," and Raymond Rob- 
bins, Chicago, whose subject was "The 
Challenge of a Changing Social Oi*- 
der." 


"We are living In an age of havop 
and we should prepare now for peace, 
so that after the war is over construc- 
tion 
will follow 
destruction," said 
President Almy. 
"If this cloud of war 
is to have a silvery lining it will come 
only through 
effort, and 
as social 
workers we have a responsibility." 


"Already, during the war the world 
has gained in undreamed of places. 
I 
think we all agree that in spite of the 
value of intelligent autocracy, democ- 
racy will in the end lessen poverty, 
by giving more 
opportunity to the 
poor; and in the last one 
hundred 
years the proportions of 
democracy 
and autocracy have 
been 
reversed. 
Today democracy is almost universal 
and autocracy the exception and the 
end Is not yet. 


"Next to lack of opportunity, lack 
of character Is a chief cause of pov- 
erty, and I mean lack of character es- 
pecially 
among 
the 
rich, 
control 
many of thè causes of poverty. 
Fortu- 
nately the church, which more than 
any other agent lifts character. Is to 
a considerable extent becoming social- 
ized. 
Since the church attacked the 
great causes of sin as well as Indi- 
vidual sin, we have seen a wave of 
progress. 
Drunkenness is less, mur- 
der Is less, public morality is more. 
Though politics are,bad enough, the 
standards of 
public morality 
have 
risen and much that was formerly ac- 
cepted is no longer tolerated. 


"Of. course the spirit of service Is 
not new in the world. Modern psychol- 
ogy tells us that altruism Is as nktural 
to man as selfishness. 
There were aa 
great souls as today in the time of the 
crusades. In scores of instances picked 
from all time thèfè li an 
universal 
paaaion ót 
a^rvlc«. whleli jiatiitli in 
, iBttatitir MiyUiinc 
ta s m 
mm 


charity, but I doubt if it was ever so 
widespread or so intelligent as now. 


"What was there ever fjormerly to 
compare with the present effort for 
social justice in . compensation 
laws, 
social insurance generally, 
minimum 
wage laws, shorter hours, housing, in- 
dustrial education, public health and a 
long and blessed list which augurs well 
for the further reduction of poverty? 
Even wealth Is becoming more social 
and the Rockefellers, Carnegies and 
Sages, who made their money perhaps 
according to the standards of 
their 
day but who spend it far above those 
standards, are not now freaks, but a 
type. 
Better than this 
the number 
who are satisfied to be neither rich nor 
poor, and who will not prefer wealth 
to life is speedily increasing. 


"Genius is not' more than it used 
to be in quality but in quantity. 
The 
heights are no higher, but more people 
live on the heights. 
The glory that 
was Greece and the grandeur that was 
Rome have become widespread. What 
Judea gave to the world is still being 
given, and the discontent which to- 
day is so general and so hopeful makes 
me believe that if we put our shoul- 
ders to the wheel and attempt the im- 
possible we may achieve It. 


"I want to see all the weights re- 
moved from the lowest of mankind 
until'^e can rise to the full stature of 
which he is capable. 
Then and not 
till then, will there be an end of pov- 
erty."

Garden Space That Has Al- 
ready Produced Should 
Be Replanted. 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—^NTow' 
that radishes. lettuce and in some sec- 
tions peas, spinach and other early 
crops are being harvested, home gard' 
eners should be making their prepara- 
tions to utilize the freed space 
by 
planting other crops, say specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. 


In planning for these plantings, the 
specialists suggest, it is well at all 
times, but especially this year, to con- 
centrate efforts on the production of 
vegetables 
that have 
considerable 
food value and on those which may 
be stored in their natural condition, 
dried or canned for winter use. 
Late 
Irish potatoes is one of the important 
crops that can be grown on the freed 
ground. 
Navy beans furnish substan- 
tial food which is easily stored, and 
the present market 
prices make it 
worth while In sections where they 
thrive, to replant space from which 
crops have been harvested, with this 
legume. 


Other vegetables having 
consider- 
able food value from which 
choice 
may be made for late plantings in- 
clude sweet corn, string beans, 
late 
beets, turnips, tomatoes, squash and 
pumpkins. 
As far north as northern 
New Jersey, southeastern 
Pennsylva- 
nia, central 
Ohio, central 
Indiana, 
northern 
Illinois and 
central 
Iowa, 
sweet potatoes also may be depended 
on to mature f r o m plantings made as 
late as J u n e 10 on sandy land. 


Among the less nutritious vegetable! 
which may be planted in soil freed by 
early harvests are late cabbage 
and 
cucumbers. 
Winter onions, fall let- 
tuce and fall radishes also may 
be 
planted late in the season. 


It is not essential, the 
specialists 
point out, to wait until all radishes, 
heads of lettuce and other early m a - 
turing plants are removed before plant- 
ing seeds or setting plants for suc- 
ceeding crops. 
Corn or beans, for ex- 
ample, may be started in spaces made 
in radish or lettuce rows, or between 
the rows.

Although 
clear 
soups, 
which

largely water, contain little nourish- 
ishment, some thick soups, broths and 
chowders are literally a meal in them- 
selves, according to the dietary special- 
ists of the United States department of 
agriculture. 
Even a thin soup, taken 
at the beginning of a meal, by its 
warmth and pleasant flavor m a y stim- 
ulate 
digestion 
so that 
the 
heavier 
foods are more easily digested. 
The 
comb)ination 
of 
soup 
and 
bread 
is 
pleasant and leads to the eating of 
more bread and crackers than would 
be consumed 
ordinarily. 
Appetizing 
soups also may be made often of mate- 
rials which otherwise would be wasted. 
In this way such materials are made 
to contribute whatever food value they 
may have for the cost of the labor and 
fuel needed to prepare them. 


One 
of 
the 
purposes 
which food 
serves in the body is to furnish energy 
for its muscular work, and one way of 
comparing the relative food value of 
different foods 
is 
to 
compare the 
amounts of energy which they furnish, 
or, as physiologists call it, their fuel 
values. 
A cup (i. e., one-half pint or 
a large soup plateful) of milk soup 
flavored with vegetable yields a little 
more energy to the body than the same 
amount of milk. 
A thick meat soup 
with pieces of meat and vegetables In 
it, a fish chowder, or a rich vegetable 
soup such as cream of tomato, yields 
half again as much energy as the milk, 
while a thin soup like bouillon, con- 
somme or clear tomato soup, yields 
not quite two-thirds as much as the 
milk, and less than half as much as 
the thick soup or chowder. 
A generous 
serving of thick 
meat soup or 
fish 
chowder yields more energy than an 
ordinai"y portion of roast beef, 
and 
even a moderate helping of vegetable 
milk soup usually furnishes fully as 
much body fuel as a moderate sized 
rib chop of lamb.

The Council for 
Patriotic 
Service 
met Wednesday night at the Commer- 
cial club with William H. Scheiman 
presiding. 
Mr. Scheiman filed a copy 
of the report prepared for the visiting 
officerà of the United States army In 
the matter of a new training camp, 
and the copy was ordered made a part 
of the files of the council. 
It waa 
richly illustrated with maps and blue 
prints. 
In this connection the presi- 
dent made special mention of the hard 
work of the committees in 
c h a r p , 
Bometimes running through the entire 
night. 
He suggested that a resolution 
of thanks be given to the following:

On motion of Mr. Kilbourne a resolu- 
tion of thanks was passed. 


Salo of I/lberty Bonds. 
The sale of the liberty bonds was 
discussed by the council and resulted 
in the appointment of a committee to 
offer assistance to the clearing house 
organization. 
The committee appoint- 
ed consists of F. S. Hunting, H. G. 
Hogan, L. H. Moore, H. F. Kennerk, 
E. H. Kilbourne and B. A. Crane, all 
of whom are special salesmen. 
The 
committee met immediately after the 
adjournment of the council. 


The sentiments expressed 
by 
Mr. 
Kerby, Mr. Hunting and S. M. Foster 
were that Fort Wayne's people must 
show a better spirit of support or the 
city's record will be one in which no 
one can take pride. 
Mr. Foster said 
that It is as much one man's duty as 
another to subscribe and that it was 
by no means merely the duty of the 
banks. 
Every one he said, should sub- 
aci-ibe to the full measure of his ability 
whether the subscription is for one 
bond paid for In installments or for 
hundreds of bonds paid for in cash. 
Mr. Foster said that this sentiment 
must prevail in Fort Wayne if the 
city's record is to be creditable. 


Will Incorporate. 
, The council decided to file articles 
of incorporation In the office of the 
secretary of state so as to be able to 
handle the situations that will arise 
needing some organized capacity. 
The 
chair appointed H. G. Hogan, H. F. 
Kennerk and E. G. Hoffman as a com- 
mittee to obtain articles of incorpora- 
tion. 


Mr. Foster called attention to a seri- 
ous and distressing situation that has 
developed under the order of the pres- 
ident of the United States, preventing 
citizens of German origin whose fath- 
ers failed to take out second papers, 
from living or being within one-half 
mile of factories engaged in the man- 
ufacture of government supplies. Some 
very troublesome cases were reported 
to the council and it is clear that many 
who have been secure in their belief 
that they were citizens with full rights 
now find themselves "alien enemies" 
under the law and liable to arrest and 
Internment if found within a half mile 
of the Electric works, Bass', Bowser a 
and several other factories. 
He urged 
that the council take whatever action 
Is best to relieve the situation. 
He 
hoped that something might be done 
to extend the time beyond June 9 when 
the rule takes effect. Under this rule 
some traveling men 
must 
quit the 
road, and some drivers of 
delivery 
wagons will lose their Jobs or be lia- 
ble to arrest. 
Some prominent citizens 
who have been voting for many years, 
will find themselves suddenly deprived 
of their supposed citizenship. 


On motion of H. C. Hogan the chair 
appointed a committee of five to make 
the effort to extend the date and afford 
relief. 
The committee appointed con- 
sists 
of 
the 
following:

A. Reinhart and E. W. Bolt. 


The announcement by Mr. Hunting 
that 
the 
employes

with applause. 
The number of sub- 
scriptions was 22.010 and the average 
subscription was $69.50. 
Sixty 
per 
cent, of-the entire number of employes 
subscribed to the bonds. 


After the council adjourned the spe- 
cial committee appointed on the sub- 
ject of alien relief, met and adopted a 
statement reading as follows:

Not Only That, But They Are 
Not to Learn the Arts 
of Fighting. 


Members 
of 
the 
Church of the 
Brethren 
(Dunkards) 
claim 
exemp- 
tion from military draft on the grround 
of religious scruples, according to re- 
turns from the so-called Dunkard dis- 
tricts of Allen county. 


This action was taken by Dunkards 
throughout 
the 
entire 
country. 
In 
claiming this exemption, members of 
the church file certificates of member- 
ship, on which Is printed a resolution 
passed at the annual conference held 
at Winona Lake in 1916, a^d also the 
position of the church toward 
war 
since its organization. 
This may be 
summed up on their claim for exemp- 
tion as follows: 


"Not to go to war, nor to learn the 
art of war," has been one of the con- 
ditions of membership in the Church 
of the Brethren from its beginning, 
overtwo centuries ago. The 
minutes 
of the conference of 1781, "exhort in 
union all brethren in all places to hold 
themselve.«? guiltless, and to take no 
part in war or bloodshed." 
The con- 
ference of 1785 clearly declares that 
the Church of the Brethren "can not 
see or find liberty to use any (carnal) 
sword." 


No Part in Civil War. 


During the civil war the members 
of the Church of the Brethren not on- 
ly did not take any part in the strug- 
gle, but tried only to do good unto all 
men. 
At the general conference at 
Winona Lake, June, 1916, the Church 
of the Brethren again declared itself 
on the same subject In the following 
manner: 


"The church reaffirms Its position 
in favor of peace even at the cost of 
suffering wrongfully, if need be, and 
its unalterable opposition to war and 
bloodshed under 
any 
conditions of 
provocation, and all preparations for 
war aa one 
of 
its primal teachings, 
maintaining that all disputes, national 
and International, not settled by those 
involved, should 
be 
submitted to a 
committee of arbitration as the high- 
est and finest appeal of nations. And 
since the government of the Unite.i 
States, in its just dealings with its citi- 
zens, has graciously provided for the 
free exercise of conscience In these 
matters, by authority of this confer- 
ence, copies of this resolution shall, if 
needed, be furnished to all members 
applying therefor, which shall be used 
in connection with 
a 
certificate of 
membership from the local church In 
which one may reside, all of which 
may, if occasion arises, be presented 
to the authorities of our government 
in seeking exemption from military 
service in accordance with any provi- 
sion of the United States laws." 
There 
are several hundred Dunkards In Al- 
len county.

raCESMGERMANy 


Leaders of Assembly Say 
There is No Wish to Re- 
turn to Prance. 


Amsterdam, June 7.—The landtag of 
Alsace was opened In Strassburg on 
Wednesday 
by 
the 
Imperial 
stadt- 
holder. Dr. von Dallwltz. 
In his open- 
ing speech Dr. von Dallwitz said: 


"The unbending will to end the war 
victoriously will further protect our 
German 
Alsace-Lorraine." 
At 
the 
first session of the second chamber Dr. 
George Ricklin, a 
centrist, was 
re- 
elected president by 29 out of 46 votes. 
Dr. Ricklin said: 
"We Alsatians and 
Lorralners will never forget that our 
emperor, by his peace offer, showed 
his readiness to end the miseries of the 
war. 
We bless every action tending 
to shorten the war by a single day and 
reject everything which, allegedly un- 
dertaken to better our lot, on fact only 
serves to prolong the war and our suf- 
ferings. 


"An overwiielmlng majority of Al- 
satians and Lorralners do not want the 
war and only wanted to work out to 
completion their position as members 
of a state in union with the German 
empire and to further proceed with 
peaceful labor. 
In this 
connection 
the war has made no change as far as 
we 
are 
concerned. 
We 
make 
this 
confession of faith in the face of the 
whole world. 
May It be heard every- 
where and 
may 
peace be 
restored 
soon." 


The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zel- 
tung referring to President Ricklin's 
speech 
says: 
"Such, then, are 
the 
views of the people of Alsace Lorraine. 
The French cannot bring forward the 
claim that there is a popular demand 
for reunion with France! 
The Alsa- 
tians and Lorralners do not wish to be 
•llbeerated,' 
They know 
that 
their 
fate Is Indlssolubly bound up with the 
German empire and they decline to be 
sacrificed to the empty hopes, ambi- 
tions 
and 
desires 
of 
French 
poli- 
ticians." 


The paper cites historical evidence 
In support of Its claim that Alsace- 
Lorraine belonged for eight hundred 
years to Germany and was forcibly 
wrenched therefrom by Louis XIV. 
It 
asserts that In spite of two centuries 
of French domination, the provinces 
have 
always 
remained ' German 
at 
heart and that only 10 per cent of the 
Inhabitants 
acknowledge 
French tia 
their mother tongue. 


'T-WOHKEIIS TO 
HAVEDIOTIENTION 


Government Will Deal With 
the Bums at Rockford 
Who Resisted Law. 


Rockford, 
111., 
June 
7.—Federal 
authorities took steps to deal with the 
cases of more than 100 members of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
who last night paraded through the 
streets to the county jail and demand- 
ed to be locked up for not registering. 


"We have not registered and sup- 
pose we will be arrested; lock us up," 
said the leader. 
The sheriff admitted 
them half a dozen at a time, until 136 
had been placed behind the bars. 
On 
account of the crowded condition of 
the jail it was necessary to transfer a 
number of the prisoners to jails at 
Freeport and Belvldere, nearby towns. 


There was no recurrence today of 
such disorder as last night kept the 
jail in a turmoil and showered corri- 
dor floors with broken window panes, 
but when officers attempted to remove 
a group of the prisoners to another 
jail resistance was offered. Clubs were 
used freely and ten men were dragged 
to patrol wagons and transferred to 
the city jail. 
The men, who classified 
themselves as Industrial Workers of 
the World, socialists and "just citi- 
zens," all declared they were opposed 
to registration and would not comply 
with the law. 
Most of them are de- 
scribed as Lithuanians or Swedes. Be- 
fore the march to the jail the men at- 
tended 
a 
picnic 
at 
which 
many 
speeches 
against 
registration 
were 
made.

[ Their flying fingers are producing lists 
of the names of every young man who 
signed up on Tuesdas'. 
These lists 
Avlll be reproduced in the newspapers 
and will be posted in public places. 


No help has arrived for the county 
board as yet. 
The men. beaded by 
Sheriff George W. Gillie, have started 
the work of preparing numeral and 
alphabetical lists without 
assistance. 
The work will require many days un- 
less aid is given. 


Blif FiUng Case. 


A large filing case for placing on 
record the conscriptionable young men 
of Fort Wayne, was delivered at the 
city hall. Wednesday evening. 
It will 
be put in the city clerk's office. 


Mayor W. J. Hosey. who is taking 
an active part in having the registra- 
tion work carried on. is anxious to 
have the several kinds of cards placed 
in order as soon as possible. 
It is 
planned to take the filled blanks to the 
large room of the International Bus- 
iness college and have the cards placed 
in proper order. 


A Difficulty. 


Seveeral young men who registered 
here are leaving for other cities in or- 
der to follow their regular work. They 
have applied at the city hall for in- 
structions as to where they can leave 
a record of their goings and comings. 
The law provides for no such protec- 
tion to the government. 


Men who move from the city are 
required to leave no record 
behind. 
If they are far from Fort Wayne and 
are drafted here the federal officers 
will have to hunt for them. 
It is be- 
lieved that there should have been a 
method of keeing tab on those who de- 
part after registering. 


Official Count. 


According to the official count by 
the county registration board, 2,440 
men registered in the county outside 
of Fort Wayne Tusday. 
Of this num- 
ber 46 were totally disabled, 
while 
1,307 stated that they had dependent 
relatives and gave it as an excuse why 
they should be exempt from military 
duty. 


Of the entire number only 173 indi- 
cated probable exemption, while 843 
gave no excuse why they should be ex- 
empt from duty. 


Five Alien Enemies. 


Throughout Allen county there were 
only five men who stated

Washington, D. C., June 7.—"Have 
your city food chemist analyze your 
city garbagre from week to week and 
publish prominently what he finds as 
an Index of food saving or waste in 
your community," is the suggestion the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture is making to municipal authori- 
ties throughout the country. 
Where 
there is no official chemist, the de- 
partment points out, local chemists 
capable of determining percentages of 
fats, protein, starch and organic mat- 
ter wasted in gargabe can render great 
service to the nation by volunteering 
to make these analyses in their locaii- 
ties. 


Vast amounts of bread, meat and 
edible fats are wasted in garbage and 
tons of valuable feedstuff for animals 
are lost to the food supply of the na- 
tion by. usval. ff*rbaM re^uptlon or

city garbage should be the passage of 
more rigid enforcement of garbage- 
collection ordinances, requiring 
that 
no glass, tin, wood, burnt

This dual collection of garbage and 
trash is being rigidly enforced by Ger- 
many in all cities of 40,000 people.

is recovered for use in making soap or 
greases. 


The residue after the oil is extracted 
is used as fertilizer or dumped into the 
ocan. 
This practice has been highly 
profitable because the American gar- 
bage pail is very rich in fat, American 
garbage averaging 3 per cent of fat, 
while German garbage rarely shows 
even 1 per cent of fat, as the German 
people never have been wasteful of 
animal or other fats. Another reason 
for the use of the reduction method 
is that in many cities ordinances pre- 
vent the use of garbage for feeding 
animals, particularly dairy cows, al- 
though there is no valid hygienic ob- 
jection to the use of dried and prop- 
erly sterilized garbage as food for cat- 
tle or hogs. 


The department specialists believe 
that as the thrift idea gains ground 
less and less fat will be thrown into 
the garbage pail and are hopeful that 
the time is not far distant when the 
amount of fat will make reduction for 
the recovery 
of oils V, hardly worth 
while. 
This will meart that a lot of 
excellent and valuable foodstuff now 
being wasted as food will never get 
Into the garbage pall.

ized her army and is ready to resume tho 
fight, according to a statement made by 
Premier Bratiano in an interview with 
the Petrograd

Parisien. 


"The Russian democracy," said the Ru- 


manian premier, "has launched a new 
peace formula, 'neither annexations nor 
indemnities,' and she wishes to impose 
that formula on her allies. Rumania 
finds the formula acceptable as far as sho 
is concerned. Sho did not enter the war 
to moke conquests. Her single object 
was and is the liberation of Rumaninn 
territories enslaved by Hungary, which 
never had the right to dispose of them- 
malves. My country is keeping its prom- 


ises under the most difficult circum- 
stances. It hag been invaded by an enemy 


j superior in numbers; it has lost its capi- 
i tal and more than half of its territory; 
it has suffered famine and disease but it 
has made a great and manly effort to re- 
organize its army, and it has never given 
up the straggle. Today Rumania is ready 
to resume the fighting, its army is per- 
fectly trained and it has materials such 
as it never had before. 


"In the crisis we are passing through, 


at a moment when the war seems to be 


; approaching its final phase, Rumania, 
who kept her engagements toward the 
allies, has the right to expect that the 


, allies will remain faithful to tho terms of 
1 th* treaty binding them to her."

The seceders put for- 
ward a program of splitting Russia up 
into a great number of self-governed 
communities and sent missionaries out 
to try t« persuade neighboring towns 
to Join them.

M. Thosei- 
telli and SkobeleCC. went to Kronstadt 
from Petrograd and endeavored to per- 
suade the sccedera to abandon tholr 
plan.

: and his friends here. It is a hide-raking re- 
buke of the ultra-pacifists, the lie-down-and- 
take-it, peace-at-any-price cohorts and their 
able coadjutors of the I. \V. W., the anarchist- 
ic coteries and all elements else that make up 
the incongruous muster-rolls of the antis. 


Comes now fast upon the heels of a tremen- 


dous registration that twin duty of the hour— 
the work of taking up the Liberty Loan bonds. 
Two billions of bonds await subscription by 
the people of the nation. These bonds will be 
taken up. 'There is going to be no slacking in 
this by those who cannot be called to fight 
any more than there has been slacking in reg- 
istration by those who must be called to fight. 


THE BOAED AND THE BAEONS. 


The state utilities commission's five mem- 


bers join unanimously in the verdict that the 
prices charged for Indiana coal are "out- 
rageous/' The commission made an exhaus- 
tive investigation and upon the evidence that 
was adduced its judgment can be expressed 
only by a superlative exclamation. 


The gist of the utilities board's findings is 


that there is plenty of coal, abundant labor to 
mine it and no want of cars to transport it 
whenever the trade submits to the prices that 
are demanded. As a sort of addendum the 
commission deprecates any recourse so drastic 
as federal posession of the mines, merely drop- 
ping the hint of that social radicalism for 
what it may be worth. There is also the sup- 
plementary suggestion of a state director of 
mines and fuel with certain .authorities no 
more definitely described than that they 
should have some correspondence of scope and 
purpose with the duties of the national food 
director. That is not a recommendation. It 
likewise is a hint, evidently conceived to in- 
vest some degree of real or supposititious mor- 
al suasiveness. Whatsoever, here's hoping it 
may not be lost in the shuffle. 


Indiana coal is not all there is in the fuel 


situation that confronts this state, but it is a 
very influential, not to say vital, part of it. 
and there are conceivable circumstances when 
it might become the whole thing. It is such, 
at all events, as to cripple industry, embarrass 
municipal utilities and exhibit a threat of 
worse stringencies, according to the commis- 
sion. Last winter it was impossible even for 
cities and towns within teaming distance of 
the coal fields to obtain fuel to meet the most 
acute stresses of domestic consumption. So 


But there must be more than a bare absorption bad was this situation that it developed nvu- 
o£ the Liberty Loan. It must be more than

In no other 
way can this be so plainly and impressively 
Bhown as by a tremendous over-subscription 
of the Liberty Loan. This is the first call to 
the people for their money. It will not, in all 
probability, be the last call to the people for 
their money. But this is the hour for the first 
big show-down. 


Couple with the proof that ten millions of 


young men are ready for the call of the 
trumpet the proof that one hundred millions 
•re ready with their cash and the foe will the 
better understand that a great power has come 
in against him, consecrated to every effort 
and steeled to every sacrifice that a great and 
Stubborn war may require. The lesson of that 
Will not be lost. 


There stands also the imperative reason 


that great armies cannot be conscripted, 
equipped, trained and sent to the front with- 
out floods of money. The government has 
comparatively little money. What it has can- 
not be employed in expenditure for war. Th 
people have the wealth of the'nation. The 


, people must carry the government in war as 
they carry it in peace. Out of their pockets 
they must draw the cash that the government 
must borrow. 


Let there be no cash-slacking in this crisis. 


Money is the readiest and easiest thing we can 
put into the war. Lending to the government 
is not sacrifice, is not risk, is not donation. 
The government wants to borrow, not to con- 
fiscate. It offers the choicest security the 
world knows. It will pay round interest for 
the use of your money. It will let you have 
its bonds on installments so easy that you can 
save for a Liberty Loan bond with more ease 
and convenience than you can save for your 
summer vacation.

When solemn and well-weighed official de- 


liverance can find voice only in the terms of 
the iconcoclastic radicals who preach destruc- 
tion of capitalism and sets up a shriek instead 
of appealing by staid argument to sober rea- 
son—after the immemorial f;isliinn of boards, 
commissions and inquisitorial bodies general 
ly—it well may be thought time to consider 
what may be had by way of state interference 
with the happy hours of the coal mining and 
coal-selling business in the state of Indiana.

all likely to succeed has been disclosed. We 
bejjgve that there is no occasion for alarm. 
The same president whose concern for the mill 
babies forced that humane measure through 
a congress that was not at all enthusiastic 
about it stands between that law and those 
who would assault it if they dared. 


President Wilson will not sit unprotesting 


while one of the produest achievements of his 
administration is threatened by the wrecking 
crew. If votes enough could be mustered for 
the repeal of the law such a-bill could not get 
past the president. He would veto it. 


President Wilson has just taken occasion 


to say to Grovernor Brumbaugh, of Pennsyl- 
vania, that there must be no meddling with 
industrial laws purposed to advance the mor- 
al, s'ocial and material conditions of those who 
toil. With sentiments of that tenor actuating 
him, the president is not apt to be very patient 
with any attempt to wrench the child labor 
law from the statutes. 


It is wise that the Anti-Child Labor com- 


mittee that worked so long and diligently for 
'the law should employ watchful care over the 
fruits of its labors, but we believe that so long 
as Woodrow Wilson is president it's simply 
n case of "no chance" for the southern cot- 
ton mill owners and their friends in the Uni- 
ted States senate.

BELIEVES THE WORLD 


President of Charities Con- 


ference Gives It as His 


Opinion. 


PlttSburg, June 
7.—Declaring his 


belief that "the world grows steadily 
better and that poverty grows less" 
despite "days like these when the 
world Is at war and the dark side of 
life Is prominent," Frederic Almy, of 
Buffalo, as president of the organiza- 
tion delivered the opening address be- 
fore the forty-fourth annual session 
of the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Correction, speaking to the 
subject, "The Conquest of Poverty." 


Other speakers at the opening ses- 


sion were Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gll- 
man, New.York, who discussed "Pov- 
erty and Woman," and Raymond Rob- 
bins, Chicago, whose subject was "Tho 
Challenge of a Changing Social Or- 
der." 


"We are living in an age of havoc 


and we should prepare now for peace, 
so that after the war is over construc- 
tion 
will follow 
destruction," said 


President Almy. "If this cloud of war 
is to have a silvery lining it will come 
only through 
effort, and 
as social 


workers %ve have a responsibility." 


"Already, during the war the world 


has gained in undreamed of places. I 
think we all agree that In spite of the 
value.of intelligent autocracy, democ- 
racy will in the end lessen poverty, 
by giving more 
opportunity to the 


poor; and In the last one hundred 
years the proportions of democracy 
and autocracy have 
been reversed. 


Today democracy Is almost universal 
and autocracy the exception and the 
end Is not yet. 


"Next'to lack of opportunity, lack 


of character IS a chief cause of pov- 
erty, and I mean lack of character es- 
pecially 
among 
the 
rich, control 


many of the causes of poverty. Fortu- 
nately the church, which more than 
any other agent lifts character, is to 
a considerable extent becoming social- 
ized. 
Since the church attacked tho 


great causes of sin as well as indi- 
vidual sin, we have seen a wave of 
progress. 
Drunkenness is less, mur- 


der is less, public morality is more. 
Though politics are bad enough, the 
standards of 
public morality 
have 


risen and much that was formerly ac- 
cepted is no longer tolerated. 


"Of course the spirit of service Is 


not new In the world. Modern psychol- 
ogy tells us that altruism is as natural 
to man as selfishness. There were as 
great souls as today in the time of the 
crusades. In scores of instances picked 
from all time there Is an universal 
passion of service which equals In 
intensity anything seen In this asre of 


charity, hut I doubt If It was ever so 
widespread or so Intelligent an now. 


"What was there ever formerly to 


compare with the present effort for 
social Justice in compensation laws, 
social Insurance generally, minimum 
wage laws, shorter hours, housing, in- 
dustrial education, public health and a 
long and blessed list which augurs well 
for tho further reduction of poverty? 
Even wealth Is becoming more social 
and the Rockefellers, Carncglos and 
Sages, who made their money perhaps 
according to the standards of their 
day but who spend it far above those 
standards, are not now freaks, but a 
type. 
Better than this 
the number 


who are satisfied to be neither rich nor 
poor, and who will not prefer wealth 
to life is speedily increasing. 


"Genius is not more than it used 


to be in quality but In quantity. The 
heights are no higher, but more people 
live on the heights. 
The glory that 


was Greece and the grandeur that was 
Rome have become widespread. What 
Judea gave to the world Is still being 
given, and the discontent which to- 
day Is so general and so hopeful makes 
me believe that if we put our shoul- 
ders to the wheel and attempt the im- 
possible we may achieve It. 


"I want to see all the weights re- 


moved from the lowest of mankind 
until he can rise to the full stature of 
which he is capable. 
Then and not 


till then, will there be an end of pov- 
erty."

Garden Space That Has Al- 


ready Produced Should 


Be Replanted. 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—Now 


that radishes, lettuce and in some sec- 
tions peas, spinach and other early 
crops are being harvested, home gard- 
eners should be making their prepara- 
tions to utilize the freed space by 
planting other crops, say specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. 


In planning for these plantings, the 


specialists suggest. It is well at all 
times, but especially this year, to con- 
centrate efforts on Uie production ot 
vegetables 
that have 
considerable 


rood value and on those which may 
be stored in their natural condition, 
dried or canned for winter use. Late 
Irish potatoes is one of the important 
crops that can be grown on the freed 
ground. Navy beans furnish substan- 
tial food which is easily stored, and 
the present market 
prices make it 


worth while in sections where they 
thrive, to replant space from which 
crops have been harvested, with this 
legume. 


Other vegetables having consider- 


able food value from which cholca 
may be made for late plantings In- 
clude sweet corn, string beans, lata 
beets, turnips, tomatoes, squash and 
pumpkins. 
As far north as northern 


New Jersey, southeastern Pennsylva- 
nia, central 
Ohio, central 
Indiana, 


northern Illinois and 
central Iowa, 


sweet potatoes also may be depended 
on to mature from plantings made as 
late as June 10 on sandy land. 


Among the less nutritious vegetablei 


which may be planted in soil freed by 
early harvests are late cabbage and 
cucumbers. 
Winter onions, fall let- 


tuce and fall radishes also may b« 
planted late in the season. 


It is not essential, the specialists 


point out. to wait until all radishes, 
heads of lettuce and other early ma- 
turing plants are removed beforeplant- 
ing seeds or setting plants for suc- 
ceeding crops. Corn or beans, for ex- 
ample, may be started in spaces mad* 
in radish or lettuce rows, or between 
the rows. The radishes or lettuce will 
then be harvested before 
tho lat« 


planted crops need 
all the ground. 


Equally satisfactory results can b« 
obtained

other early and late vegetables.

Mr. Scheiman filed a copy 
of the report prepared for the visiting 
offlcers of the United States army in 
the matter of a new training camp, 
and the copy was ordered made a part 
of the files of the council. It was 
richly illustrated with maps arid blue 
prints. In this connection the presi- 
dent made special mention of the hard 
work of the committees in charge, 
sometimes running through the entire 
night.

On motion of Mr. Kllbourne a resolu- 
tion of thanks was passed. 


Solo of Liberty Bonds. 


The sale of the liberty bonds was 


discussed by the council and resulted 
In the appointment of a committee to 
offer assistance to the clearing house 
organization. The committee appoint- 
ed consists of F. S. Hunting. H. G. 
Hogan, L. H. Moore. H. F. Kennerk. 
E. H. Kllbourne and E. A. Crane, all 
of whom are special salesmen. The 
committee met immediately after tho 
adjournment of the council. 


The sentiments expressed by Mr. 


Kerby. Mr. Hunting and S. M. Foster 
were that Fort Wayne's people must 
show a better spirit of support or the 
city's record will be one In which no 
one' can take pride. Mr. Foster said 
that It Is as much one man's duty as 
another to subscribe and that it was- 
by no means merely the duty of tho 
banks. Every one ho said, should sub- 
•crlb* to the full measure of his ability 
•whether the subscription is for one 
bond paid for In Installments or for 
hundreds of bonds paid for In cash. 
Mr. Foster said that this sentiment 
must prevail In Fort Wayne if tho 
city's record Is to be creditable. 


Will Incorporate. 


The council decided to flle articles 


of Incorporation In tho office of the 
secretary of state so as to be able to 
handle the situations that will arise 
needing some organized capacity. The 
chair appointed H. G. Hogan. H. F. 
Kennerk and E. G. Hoffman as a com- 
mittee to obtain articles of Incorpora- 
tion. 
Mr. Foster called attention to a seri- 


ous and distressing situation that has 
developed under the order of the pres- 
ident of tho United States, preventing 
citizens of German origin whoso fath- 
ers failed to take out second papers, 
from living or being within one-half 
mile of factories engaged in the man- 
ufacture of government supplies. Some 
very troublesome cases were reported 
to the council and it is clear that many 
•who have been secure in their belief 
that they were citizens with full rights 
now flnd themselves i"alien enemies" 
tinder the law and liable to arrest and 
Internment if found within a half niile 
of the Electric works, Bass', Bowser a 
and several other factories. He urged 
that the council take whatever action 
Is best to relieve the situation. He 
hoped that something might be done 
to extend the time beyond June 9 when 
the rule takes effect. Under this rule 
some traveling men must 
quit the 


road, and some drivers of delivery 
wagons will lose their Jobs or be lia- 
ble to arrest. Some prominent citizens 
who have been voting for many years, 
will flnd themselves suddenly deprived 
of their supposed citizenship. 


On motion of H. C. Hogan the chair 


appointed a committee of five to make 
the effort to extend the date and afford 
relief. The committee appointed con- 
sists of the following: George M. 
Hattner. C. R. Lane. O. E. Mohler. A. 
A. Reinhart and E. W. Bolt. 
The announcement by Mr. Hunting 


that the employes of the Electric 
works have subscribed to the bonds iu 
the amount of $148,150, was greeted 
with applause. The number of sub- 
scriptions was 22,010 and the average 
subscription was $69.50. 
Sixty par 


cent, of the entire number of employes 
subscribed to the bonds. 


After the council adjourned the spe- 


cial committee appointed on the sub- 
ject of alien relief, met and adopted a 
statement reading as follows:

Returns Show Exemption 


Claim Because of Re- 


ligious Scruples. 


REFUSE TO TAKE 


PART IN ANY WAR 


Not Only That, But They Are 


Not to Learn the Arts 


of Fighting. 


Members of the Church of the 


Brethren (Dunkards) claim exemp- 
tion from military draft on the ground 
of religious scruples, according to re- 
tjurns from the so-called Dunkard dis- 
tricts of Allen county. 


This action was taken by Dunkards 


throughout the entire country. In 
claiming this exemption, members of 
the church file certificates of member- 
ship,, on which is printed a resolution 
passed at the annual conference held 
at Winona Lake in 1916, and also the 
position of the church toward war 
since its organization. This may be 
summed up on their claim for exemp- 
tion as follows: 


"Not to go to war, nor to learn the 


art of war," has been one of the con- 
ditions of membership in the Church 
of the Brethren from its beginning, 
overtwo centuries ago. The minute* 
of the conference of 1781, "exhort in 
union all brethren in all places to hold 
themselves guiltless, and to take no 
part in war or bloodshed." The con- 
ference of 1785 clearly declares that 
the Church of the Brethren "con not 
see or find liberty to use any (carnal) 
•word." 


No Part In Civil War. 


During the civil war tho members 


of tho Church of the Brethren not on- 
ly did not take any part In the strug- 
gle, but tried only to do good unto all 
men. 
At tho general conference at 


Winona Lake, June, 191C, the Church 
of the Brethren again declared itself 
on the same subject in the following 
manner: 


"The church reaffirms Its position 


In favor of peace even at the cost of 
suffering wrongfully. If need be, and 
Its unalterable opposition to war and 
bloodshed under any 
conditions of

FiGERMANY 


Leaders of Assembly Say 


There is No Wish to Re- 


turn to France. 


Amsterdam, Juno 7.—The landtag of 


Alsace was opened in Strassburg on 
Wednesday by the Imperial stadt- 
holder, Dr. von Dallwltz. In his open- 
Ing speech Dr. von Dallwltz said: 


"The unbending will to end the war 


victoriously will further protect our 
German Alsace-Lorraine." 
At the 


first session of the second chamber Dr. 
George RlckUn, a centrist, was re- 
elected president by 29 out of 46 votes. 
Dr. Ricklln said: "We Alsatians and 
Lorralners will never forget that our 
emperor, by his peace offer, showed 
his readiness to end the miseries of the 
war. 
We bless every action tending 


to shorten the war by a single day and 
reject everything which, allegedly un- 
dertaken to better our lot, on fact only 
serves to prolong the war and our suf- 
ferings. 


"An overwhelming majority of Al- 


satians and Lorrainers do not want the 
war and only wanted to work out to 
completion their position as members 
of a. state in union with the German 
empire and to further proceed with 
peaceful labor. 
In this connection 


the war has made no change as far as 
we are concerned. 
We make this 


confession of faith in the face of the 
whole world. May it be heard every- 
where and may peace be restored 
soon." 


The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Z*l- 
tung referring to President Ricklin's 
speech says: 
"Such, then, are the 


views of the people of Alsace Lorraine. 
The French cannot bring forward tho 
claim that there is a popular demand 
for reunion with France. The Alsa- 
tians and Lorrainers do not wish to be 
'libeerated.' 
They know that their 


fate is indissolubly bound up with the 
German empire and they decline to be 
sacrificed to the empty hopes, ambi- 
tions and desires of French poli- 
ticians." 


The paper cites historical evidence 


in support of it's claim that Alsace- 
Lorraine belonged for eight hundred 
years to Germany and was forcibly 
wrenched therefrom by Louis XIV. It 
asserts that In spite of two centuries 
of French domination, the provinces 
have always remained German at 
heart and that only 10 per cent of the 
inhabitants acknowledge French as 
their mother tongue. '

Who Resisted Law. 


Rockford. 111.. June 7.—Federal 


authorities took stops to deal with the 
cases of more than 100 members of 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
who last night paraded through the 
streets to the county Jail and demand- 
ed to bo locked up for not registering. 


"We have not registered and sup- 


pose we will be arrested; lock us up," 
said tho leader. The sheriff admitted 
them half a dozen at a. time, until 136 
had been placed behind the bars. On 
account of the crowded condition of 
the jail it was necessary to transfer a 
number of the prisoners to Jails at 
Frecport and Belvidere, nearby towns. 


There was no recurrence today of 


such disorder as last night kept the 
Jail In a turmoil and showered corri- 
dor floors with broken window panes, 
but when officers attempted to remove 
a group of the prisoners to another 
jail resistance was offered. Clubs were 
used freely and ten men were dragged 
to patrol wagons and transferred to 
the city jail. The men, who classified 
themselves as Industrial Workers of 
the World, socialists and "Just citi- 
zens," all declared they were opposed 
to registration and would not comply 
with the law. 
Most of them are de- 


scribed as Lithuanians or Swedes. Be- 
fore the march to the Jail the men at- 
tended a picnic at which many 
speeches against registration were 
made.

All "alien enemies" must be regis- 


tered before Saturday night. The gov- 
ernment command allows no respite 
or delay. It Is pointed out that friends 
of German citizens who may not un- 
derstand the registration thoroughly 
will confer a favor if they tell the so- 
called "alien enemies" to register'at 
once.

Agricultural Department is 


Sure It Will Put End 


to Much Waste. 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—"Have 


your city food chemist analyze your 
city garbage from week to week and 
publish prominently what he finds as 
an index of food saving or waste in 
your community," is the suggestion the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture is making to municipal authori- 
ties throughout the country. 
Where 


there is no official chemist, the de- 
partment points out, local chemists 
capable of determining percentages of 
fats, protein, starch and organic mat- 
ter wasted in gargabe can render great 
service to the nation by volunteering 
to make these analyses in their locali- 
ties. 


Vast amounts of bread, meat and 


edible fats arc wasted in garbage and 
tons of valuable feedstuff for animals 
are lost to the food supply of the na- 
tion by usual garbage reduction • or 
disposal methods. 
One of the first 


from the careful analysis of 


city garbage should be the passage of 
more rigid enforcement of garbage- 
collection ordinances, requiring that 
no glass, tin, wood, burnt matches, 
paper, string, or inorganic trash be 
mixed with trie vegetable 
material, 


meat scraps, or bones which can be 
used for feed. 


This dual collection of garbage and 


trash is being rigidly enforced by Ger- 
many in all cities of 40,000 people. 
Garbage so collected from a popula- 
tion of 17,000,000 people in Gernmny, 
although the German garbage pail al- 
ways has been far leaner than the 
American one and is especially light at 
this period, furnished briquettes rich

This practice has been highly 
profitable because the American gar- 
bage pail is very, rich in fat, American 
garbage averaging 3 per cent of fat, 
while German garbage rarely shows 
even 1 per cent of fat, as the German 
people never liave been wasteful of 
animal or other fats. Another reason 
for the use of the reduction method 
is that in many cities ordinances pre- 
vent, the use of garbage for feeding 
animals, particularly dairy cows, al- 
though there is no valid hygienic ob- 
jection to the use of dried and prop- 
erly sterilized garbage as food lor cat- 
tle or hoss. 


The department specialists believe 


that as the thrift idea gains ground 
less and less fat will be thrown into 
the garbage pail and are hopeful that 
the time is not far distant when the 
amount of fat will make reduction for

while. This will mean that a lot of 
excellent and valuable foodstuff now 
being wasted as food will never get 
into the garbage pail.

Skilled Men and Helpers 


Get 5 and Apprentices 


2% Cents More. 


The four members of the wage com- 


mittee representing the Wabash ma- 
chinists the pipefitters, the boilerrnak- 
ers. the blacksmiths, the helpers and 
apprentices of the various departments 
of the Fort Wayne shop returned from 
St. Louis last night, bringing the news 
that a wage agreement involving a nice 
Increase for the employes of these de- 
partments of the entire system had 
been made. By it the skilled workmen 
get an increase of flve cents an hour, 
making the rate 47 to 49 cents per 
hour, the helpers get an increase of 
flve cents, bringing their hourly scalo 
tip to thirty cents, and the apprentices 
get 2% cents increase, bringing their 
•wages up to fifteen cents per hour. 
This is just half the amount of the in- 
crease first asked, but it is understood 
to be satisfactory and it is learned that 
the machinists and helpers In the De- 
catur shops, who were on a strike, "have 
Returned to -work. Figured on an hour- 
ly basis, this concession of the Wabash 
Management brings the wages of the 
men In the local shops up to the max- 
imum point paid in the city. Some of 
the piece workers in other shops re- 
ceive more, but In none of the shops
